Nows has roached “us to tho 
bvffoot that at noon J ‘Sunday’ « 
big firo started at Wachow, which 
is believed to hach ‘Rauadd great 
dostruotion in the hoart of the 
businoss district of the olty. Tho 
firo was still spreading as Inte as’ 
yestorday morning, the local Firo 
Brigado ondeavotring. to cope 
with it by the old ‘hand-to-hand 
bucket mothod. oe 

“It appears that ‘the: conflagrs- 
tlon storted on tho’ triangle of 
land, the apex of which is the 
cornor of territory whore the Tu 
Rivor flows into the Wost River. 
The officors of tho 5.8. Anjou, 
which bas otrived in Hongkong, 
obsorved tho firo braking out at 
noon on Sunday and when they 
loft tho port at 1 p.mcit was. still 
woll under way. .

He believed tho 
reopening would take place on the 
same date as this year (April ‘Ist.) 
and (the extension would be for six 
months, In consequence of a 
delegram from London, asking 
what the attitude of Hongkong was 
in regard to next yenr’s reopening, 


‘Ethe Joint Exhibition Commitice 


held a mecting on Friday after- 
noon.’ No decision was reached 
ag it was considered necessary to 
sound the opinion of the Chigqexs 
exhibitors first. No time had 
boon wnsted in calling yesterday's 
meeting on account of the de- 
pnrture of the Hon. Mr. P. H. Holy- 
onk, Chairman of ‘the Hongkong 
General Chamber of Commerce, on 
Thuraday. A further meeting of 
the Joint Committco would be held 
4doemorrow, at which” he . (the 
speaker) expected to communi- 
cate the viewa of the  ex- 
hibitors to members of this Com- 
miltee.

A good 
deal of valuable experience was 
guined by the exhibitors, through 
the medium of_the Hongkong sec-) 
tion, and many were the trade pos- 
sibilities if the Section was re- 
opened next year. Among the de- 
legation ‘frem the Colony, said Mr, 
Chu, there was no division of 
opinion that the arrangements for 
their comfort were not very ratis- 
factory.
